I want to report on an article I read 
recently in Our Times, which is a 
monthly magazine that focuses 
around issues that are vital and cur¬ 
rent to today’s 
trade union 
movement. This 
article focused 
on a book called 
Inside the Circle: 
A Union Guide to 
Quality of Work 
Life!! The book 
notes that QWL 
ft include a host of 

management 
schemes with 
names such as employee involve¬ 
ment; Quality circles; Labour- 
management participation teams, 
and team concept. The short-hand 



for all these schemes is Quality of 
Work Life (QWL). It goes on to say 
their goal is to undermine unions!! 
This book gives an example of an 
electrician at Ford who spent four (4) 
years as a union activist in the QWL 
program. He states their (com¬ 
panies) purpose is to ensure the 
bosses' control and he knows why 
these programs can seem attractive. 
It worked on him. He goes on to state 
that many workers want respect for 
their know-how; and how manage¬ 
ment subtly and not-so-subtly mani¬ 
pulates this need. 

This fellow worker also gives in¬ 
side information about various tech¬ 
niques companies use to suck in solid 
union leaders!! He further states the 
upshot is that workers and union 
leaders can come to think and act like 
management (minus the power and 


profits, of course). The bottom line is 
management cooperation becomes 
worker manipulation!! 

There is also mention of th^Y Dog 
Food plant, where the company and 
union were co-participating/n Kan¬ 
sas, USA. It turns out that this was a 
QWL program used by General 
Foods to run away from a unionized 
plant. Funny how this little item was 
left out when this QWL program 
made the headlines a few years ago.

The 
Company reaffirms its objective to 
remain a viable domestic enterprise and 
a major Canadian employer and 
declares its intention to achieve a 
competitive posture within a framework 
which contributes to the job security of 
employees and which is responsive to the 
changing dynamics characterizing our 
industry. 

Consistent with our mutual desire to 
utilize the full range of employees' 
abilities to contribute to these 
objectives, the Company agrees to use 
earnest effort to maintain employment 
opportunities equivalent to those now 
encompassed by the total of all plants 
covered by the Master Agreement. This 
would include its best efforts to replace 
jobs which may be lost by outsourcing 
action and commits itself to create, 


where feasible, new prospects for 
growth. 

In addition, General Motors joins 
with the UAW in supporting the 
principle that manufacturers who 
participate in the Canadian market 
should provide jobs, pay taxes and 
support the economy of the market in 
which they sell. As you know. General 
Motors has for decades based its 
operations throughout the world on this 
very principle. We believe that, over the 
longer run, no alternative policy can 
prevail if there is to be fairness and 
balance among the major trading 
nations of the world. 

General Motors commits to support 
acceptance of this principle, so that 
foreign producers will be encouraged to 
make their fair contribution to actions 
that will restore jobs to Canadian 
automotive workers. 

It is believed that the principles 
expressed in this letter will contribute 
significantly to our cooperatively 
working together to provide General 
Motors employees in Canada with 
improved job security.

Archery shooting both in¬ 
doors and out. The outside range had 
many stations and the indoor range 
was used when the weather became 
too bad to enjoy the outdoors.

The ice fishing this season, has 
been very poor and spotty, and few, 
if any, catches are heard of. Bay of 
Quinte, early in the season was good, 
but now not very productive. Scugog 
Lake fishermen are still complaining 
of weeds, and few fish. Lake Simcoe 
ice fishermen report the worst ice 
fishing in years. The smelt seems to 
be the only fish caught. Fishermen 
fishing from boats at the Pickering 
Nuke plant — good fishing, if you 
can get out into the water of the lake, 
where the discharge of warm water 
comes from the plant. The only good 
winter fishing I have heard, is Shelter 
Valley Creek, where it empties into 
Lake Ontario. The same problem of 
all winter fishing is the weather. Cold 
windy days no good to fish. Mile 
weather, the outflow of warm water 
from the creek seems to excite the 
fish and they will take a bait. Rain¬ 
bow fishermen tell me rainbow trout 
will migrate upstream very early in 
the season, and sometimes as early 
as March 15th, if water in creek 
warms up and if there is any flow 
before storms. 

I have been watching some of the 
outdoor films on fishing, and the part 
that upsets me the most, is the pic¬ 
tures of outboard motors from off¬ 
shore countries. 

We, in this part of the country, 
have an ample supply of outboard 
motors manufactured within fifty 
miles of home in both west Toronto 
and Peterborough. If you have a 
problem, parts are available. Those 
offshore motors, you would be wait¬ 
ing until next season to receive parts. 
The wrenches you own would not fit 
a simple nut, on an offshore motor. 
Some people tell me those offshore 
motors are cheaper. I know that, but 
how much cheaper sitting in a repair 
shop?

The Shop Committee and Benefit Representatives’ 
elections will have been concluded by the time this 
edition reaches our members’ homes. These elec¬ 
tions have been marred by a lot of influence from 
outside our Local Union. It is my guess the reason 
for this interference is because the fate of “Team 
Concept’’ is at stake. 

Myself and many other Local 222 representatives 
have been very outspoken against this program 
which would see competition replace solidarity 
among our rank and file members. General Motors 
has spent millions of dollars to introduce the Japa¬ 
nese philosophies and work styles into their Oshawa 
facilities. 

In the movie “Final Offer’’ Bob White openly 
stated, “this agreement is going to cost us!” He was 
of course, referring to our 1984 Contract but I’m 
certain he wasn’t talking about its contents. Let’s 
face it, both the 1982 & 1984 Contracts cost us so far 
as the face value of what was negotiated is con¬ 
cerned. Most of us are of the opinion Brother White 
was referring to a silent committment given to Gen¬ 
eral Motors. 

Appendix “F” of our Master Agreement stipu¬ 
lates the Company cannot institute a “Quality of 
Work Life” system without the mutual consent of 
our Shop Committee. Our Shop Committee consists 
of all the Districts and the Plant Chairman and ac¬ 
cording to them no one has openly agreed or con¬ 
sented to “Quality of Work Life”! In spite of our 
current Contract and no Union consent management 
have proceeded with both “Team concept” and 
“Employee Involvement Committees” without inter¬ 
ference from our Plant Chairman or Bob White’s 
Office. 

Bearing all the aforementioned in mind all the 
election interferences from outside sources take on a 
greater meaning. The Oshawa Times is very biased 


and obviously controlled by GM’s big advertising 
dollars and our Regional Office’s influence. Neither 
myself nor any other person opposing our Plant 
Chairman can get anything correctly printed in this 
rag. The story written by the Times reporter was 
one-sided by design and had many out and out lies 
printed in it. Just look at the coincidences! 

White's office conducted an investigation into our 
Local Union finances in May of 1985. Then almost 
eight months later and just two weeks before our 
elections the Regional Office mysteriously leaked a 
copy of their inaccurate and incomplete report to the 
Oshawa Times Newspaper and falsely termed it an 
audit! Once again and very coincidental Bob White 
just happens to start a month’s vacation the very day 
the report was leaked to the Oshawa Times and 
Marty Caputo, their so-called auditor became un¬ 
available because of heart problems. 

Actually Bob White has made a career out of 
viciously attacking people in areas where they have 
had no real chance to give their side of the story. Again 
I would refer you to the movie televised on National 
Television and called “Final Offer.” In this movie 
Bob White censored the entire broadcast showing 
only what he wanted the public to think!

A Little Brother 
Needs You

Do you remember things that hap¬ 
pened when you were young? Things 
like your Dad taking you to the park 
and teaching you how to catch a ball; 
how to hold the bat; how to swing. 
Do you remember taking walks in the 
park and talking about things you’d 
like to do when you grow up. Do you 
realize how often we take those 
things for granted in our lives? 

Think about the boys who come 
from homes where there is no Dad on 
a regular basis, no regular adult male 
influence or role model to provide an 
image for the boy. Raising a boy in a 
family where there are two parents is 
a challenging job in itself, but when 
there is only one parent, and that 
parent is female, the job becomes in¬ 
creasingly difficult and sometimes 
almost impossible. It’s very difficult 
for a Mom to try to be a “Dad” be¬ 
cause Moms think differently. 

Now that’s where an agency such 
as the Big Brothers Association of 
Oshawa-Whitby can step in and 
help. Boys need a man’s point of 
view. They need help learning how 
to fix a bicycle; how to hit straight 
when hammering a nail into wood; all 
kinds of little things that can be dif¬ 
ficult for a woman to teach a boy. 

Big Brothers are volunteer men, 
18 years of age or over, with a mat¬ 
ure, stable, moral life style. They are 
men without any special training, 
who have the time and the motiva- 
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tion to help a young boy to grow to 
responsible adulthood. A Big 
Brother is prepared to spend three to 
four hours with his Little Brother on 
a regular weekly basis and prepared 
to make a commitment of at least two 
years, because that is the amount of 
time required to build up a friendship 
and for the boy to learn to trust the 
Big Brother. 

A Little Brother needs to know 
that when his Big Brother tells him 
he'll be there, the boy can rely on the 
Big Brother. The changes that are 
seen in the life of a boy who has a Big 
Brother are sometimes quite re¬ 
markable. There may be attitude 
changes for the better; schoolwork 
can improve; these are positive in¬ 
fluences that the Big Brother can 
provide. 

The activities a Big and Little 
Brother take part in are as varied and 
as many as there are Big and Little 
Brothers. Some like to do kite-flying, 
fishing, stamp collecting, swimming. 
Some like to play board games, 
others like to go to the race track and 
ride the go-karts, you name it — and 
there is probably a Big and Little 
Brother who participate in that par¬ 
ticular type of activity. 

If you are interested in being a Big 
Brother then here’s some informa¬ 
tion about the process. First of all a 
Big Brother must complete a three 
page long application form. Five ref¬ 
erences are required — one from the 
immediate superior of the applicant; 
one from a long standing friend, and 
one from a family member, and two 
clearances for references from the 
family doctor and from the police 
department. All of these are neces¬ 
sary. 

When the references have all been 
returned the applicant will be asked 
to come to the office for a personal 
interview with one of the Case¬ 


workers, who will explain the total 
program and answer any questions. 
There is a Screening process, a 
matching process, and a monitoring 
process, conducted with every 
match in the agency. 

The agency provides some group 
activities such as a Baseball Tour¬ 
nament, a Field Day, a Halloween 
Party, and a Christmas Party, and 
the Ladies Auxiliary organize and 
run a Family Picnic for all the fami¬ 
lies of Big and Little Brothers every 
year. But the basic concept of Big 
Brothering is a one-man-one-boy 
concept — and it is a special friend¬ 
ship! 

The agency is under the direction 
of a Board of Directors of approxi¬ 
mately 20 men and women from the 
community who volunteer their time 
to establish policy and guidelines 
under which the agency functions. 
The daily operation of the agency is 
under the command of the Executive 
Board of the Executive Director who 
supervises a staff of three, — a full¬ 
time Secretary/Office Manager, and 
two part-time Caseworkers. 

The agency is funded approxi¬ 
mately 48 per cent by the Oshawa- 
Whitby-Newcastle United Way. The 
balance of the funding comes from 
fundraising activities, memorial 
donations, and donations from ser¬ 
vice clubs in the community. Cur¬ 
rently there are approximately 30 
Little Brothers approved and ready 
for matching. 

At the moment there are not 
enough men to match them with, so if 
you are interested in being a Big 
Brother please call the office — 579- 
2551 and they’ll send you an applica¬ 
tion form, and a brochure explaining 
the service. You might make a very 
big difference in a boy’s life. 

“Share a moment with a little Bro¬ 
ther — it will last forever.”
